Supposed Case of Cholera at 
Chicago. 


Death of a Swedish Emigrant With 
all the Symptoms. ‘ 


Another Ship Arrives at New York 
Reeking With the Plague. 


President Harrison Comes to the Relief 
of the Quarantine Prisoners—Sandy 
Hook to Be Used as a Ref- 
uge Camp. 


By Telegrapn to The Times. 

Cuicago, Sept. 9.—[By the As soct- 
ated Press. } Shortly before 10 o’clock 
this morning four carloads of Swedish 
immigrants arrived at the Union depot 


by way of New York and Pittsburgh 


The train came here with a clean 


bill of health, but the authori- 
ties believe one member, who died 
at 1:80 o'clock, afflicted 


with cholera. Albertina Larson, 18 
years of age, was in a semi-conscious 
condition when the train’ pulled into 
the depot, and physicians at once or- 
dered her sent to No. 
fifth street, where she was to have 
stopped on her way home. She re- 
lapsed into unconsciousness and Dr. 
Garrett, of the health department, sent 
hertothe county hospital. She died 
on the way. 

The woman, it is claimed, showed un- 


‘| mistakable symptoms of the dread dis- 


ease. She complained of pains in the 
stomach, was continually gaping and 
the skin under her eyes showed a 
marked blue discoloration. She was 
first taken ill at Pittsburgh, where she 
purchased medicine. ‘ 

Officer Jones, the doctor of the Har- 
rison street station, administered stim- 
ulants during the ride to the hospital, 
but the woman gradually sank. The 
physicians ordered the armory ambu- 
lance fumigated as soon as it returned 
to the station, which was thoroughly 
done. 

The patty to which the dead woman 
belonged left Guttenberg, Sweden, Au- 
gust 19 and sailed. from Liverpodl Au- 
gust 27 inthe Lord Gough. The body 
of the dead woman was admitted to the 
county morgue and placed in a sep- 
arate room. The clothing was fumi- 
gated and deposited with it. 

Dr. Garrett said, after he had left 
the hospital, that he would not express 
a definite opinion’ that the woman 
had died of cholera, although 
he stated that such was the indication, 
as there were strong symptoms of that 
disease. He wished to be convinced, 
he said, before expressing an official 
opinion. Dr. Jones was equally con- 
servative in his ‘opinion, conceding, 
however, that cholera symptoms were 
strongly noticeable. 


ANOTHER PLAGUE SHIP. 


The Scandia at New York With Cholera 
From Stem to Stern. 

New York, Sept. 9.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press.] The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican line steamship Scandia, Capt. 
Kopff; from Hamburg, arrived at lower 
quarantine this evening and was de- 
tained there, as all ships from that port 
are. The Scandia is full of cholera. 
There were thirty-two deaths on board 
during the voyage, twenty-nine in the 
steerage, two in the second cabin and 
one in the first cabin. 

The Scandia left the plague-stricken 
port of Hamburg August 27 loaded with 
1086 souls. She had the enormous 
number of 961 steerage, 27 cabin and 
77 members of her crew. Before she 
had been many days out, cholera had 
broken out and before she arrived the 
pest was fairly raging on board of her. 
Thirty-nine cases occurred in half a 
week. Of these thirty-two succumbed 
before she arrived at the lower quaran- 
tine anchorage. One by one, by couples 
and by threes the bodies of the un- 
fortunate victims were cropped over- 
board. 

Dr. Byron boarded. all vessels at mid- 
night. He found all well on board the 
Normannia, Rugia and Moravia, but 
when he reached the Scandia he found 


.this terrible tale of disaster and trouble. 
There are still seven virulent cases on | 


board and these Dr. Byron removed to 
Swinburne Island. The Scandia is the 
first vessel to arrive thoroughly in- 
fected with cholera. The Scandia has 
it from bow to stern, from main deck to 
keelson. The cabin passengers, crew 
and emigrants all have it in their midst 
and she will probably be the hardest 
cholera importer to fight of the lot. 
WATCHING INCOMING SUIPs. 

The Hambtrg-American steamship 
Wieland reached. the lower bay this 
‘morning and anchored and hoisted a 
yellow flag, indicating that she had 
sickness aboard. The Wieland. like the 
Rugia, carries both cabin and steerage 
passengers, and no doubt has her full 
complementofthe latter. Itis reported 
by Dr. Walser, who was sent by Dr. 
Jenkins to investigate, that al) are well 
on board the Wieland. The Allan line 
steamer Corean ftom Glasgow, de- 
tained for six days, was released today 
and is on her way to her wharf. The 
White Star steamer Britannic, which 
arrived this morning, has 215 cabin 
passengers and 714 steerage passen- 
gers. Allare well. She will probably 
go-up tomorrow morning. The Spree is 
expected to go up late this afternoon. 
The Prince William, Saginaw and Al- 
satia all went up today. The yellow 
flag has also been hoisted on board the 
Normannia, where so many saloon pas- 
sengers are detained in spite of the fact 
that the scourge seems to be attacking 
the steamship’s crew and steerage pas- 


sengers.

Third—At ho time has an official, thor- 
ough inspection of the ship been made, nor 
have any measures been taken with regard 
» to disinfecting, except such as were possi- 

ble with the insufficient supply of disin- 
fecting material] carried on board. 

Fourth---Disinfecting material has not 
been furnished promptly is spite of the re- 
quests of the ship authorities. Their de- 
mand made on Saturday, September 3, to 
place on board the ship an expert to super- 
vise and carry out thorough disinfecting 
has not been complied with. 

Fifth---The water supply of the ship has 
not been taken care of. in a proper way. 
Although by Monday morning the tanks 
were clean and ready to receive a fresh 
supply of water such isnoton board at the 
present hour A supply of fresh water im- 
mediately after the arrival of the ship 
should have been made the main point ot 
sanitary importance. If, therefore, in 
spite of sych condition of things 
passengers should be obliged to re 
main im quarantine on board the Norman. 
nia the undersigned deem it their duty to 
demand the execution of such sanitary 
measures under the supervision of official 
experts as are apt to remove the 
danger to which, under given circum. 
stances, the occupants of the ship are con- 
stantly exposed.

A SOURCE OF DANGER. 


Infected Articles from Pest-ships Found 
Along the Coast. 

WasuInoton, Sept. 9.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The attention of the 
Treasury Department was today called 
to the report that a pillow marked 
‘*Moravia,’’ and presumed to be a por- 
tion of the infected bedding cast away 
by that vessel on her recent tragic voy- 
age to New York, has been picked up 
on the Jersey coast. Other articjes of 
a similar character were found at other 
points on the same coast. The matter 
was first reported to the State health 
authorities and they took prompt: ac- 
tion. All the articles were destroyed 
by fire and orders were given for the 
immediate establishment of an efficient 
patrol along the entire coast for the de- 
struction by fire of any articles found 
on the seacoast which might possibly 
contain a cholera germ. Actjug@ Secre- 
tary Spaulding said today that the 
crews of life-saving stations will cofip- 
erate in these precautionary measures.

Among the first irnits of Chief Secre- 
tary Morley’s presence in Ireland is the 
release of a man who had been impris- 
oned for contempt of court for defying 
the decision of a judge on a question of 
eviction. Morley has gone the whole 
length the law allows him in releasing 
ti prisoner. When asked if he would 
refuse to aid the polics in effecting 
evictions in Ireland, Morley said he 
had been warned that he was bogond by 
law to assent to officers assisting the 
sheriff in carrying out evictions. If he 
refused to give such assent thén the 
Irish Unionists would indict’ bim for 
breach of the law. 

The convehtion of the Trades Con- 
gress, now in session’ at Glasgow, is 
the biggest meeting that body has ever 
held. There are in attendance 495 
delegates, representing 1,219,934 
members. The convention is attracting 
little interest and much of the proceed- 
ings verge on the farcical. 

SERIOUS FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 

The failure of the House and Land 
Investment Fund (limited,) announced 
today, is partof a series of gigantic 
bank and building society suspensions 
now involving liabilities approximating 
£6,000,000. The first failure an- 
nounced in this series was that of the 
London and General Bank (limited.) 
Next was the Liberator Permanent 
Building and Investment Society, and 
now comes this one. The nominal cap- 
ital of each of these concerns does not 
represent anything approaching the li- 
abilities. The liabilities of the London 
and general bank are roughly esti- 
mated at £1,000,000; those of the Lib- 
erator Suciety at £2,500,000 and of 
the House aud Land Trust at £2.000,- 
000. Another great building and bank 
society is involved in serious financial 
difficulties, but its suspension is not yet 
announced: The collapse of this con- 
cern will shake the whole building so- 
ciety system in Great Britain. 2 

A run occurred today on one ofthe 
oldest and most prominent banks in 
London, the Associated Workmen’s 
Building Funds. Although its suspert- 
sion must affect the general financial 
position, itisa singular fact that the 
crisis causes no panic orscare. The 
limited building bank investors are all 
small capitalists, whose life savings are 
allswept away or imperilled by the 
failure of the concerns. The losses 
which led to the suspension are chiefly 
traceable to injudicious speculation. . 

So farno suspicion of malversation 
attaches to the directors of the ruined 
companies, although the shareholders 
charge them with concealing the true 
position of the institutions. Although 


unaffected, the wide-spread ruin brought 
on the small investors by the disasters 
must soon cause a strain upon the big 
banks..

and in Arizona and Texas, there is no 
known cure for rattlesnake pois@@, in 
spite of the fact that many: people have 
said. that they were cured by whisky. 
You may depend on it, that when a man 
says he was cured of a rattlesnake bite, 
though not necessarily a liar, he is at 
least laboring under a misapprehen- 


sion of the facts. There is a small 
snake similar to the rattlesnake 
in @ppearance, whose poison is 


not so venomous, and negroes bitten by 
it place lime upon the spot or else drink 
enough whisky to counteract the 
poison. Whisky, if taken in a large 
quantity, goes directly into the blood 
and counteracts the poison of the snake. 
But the regular Arizona rattler, from 
five to seven feet in length, is a deadly 
customerto mect. It does not give any 
warning, but strikes the moment it is 
disturbed, and it can strike an object 
almost twice as far distant as it is long. 
“A friend of mine, ex-County Cler

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Chicago says that althongh the Great 
Northern is aot yet out of the Trans- 
continental Association, itis beginning 
to make tronble, having announced a 
cut of 12‘; cents per hundred on canned 
goods, borax, wine and beans from San 
Francisco to the Atlantic seaboard, in 
direct violation of the agreement. It 
is probable the line will be compelled to 
cancel the cut rate at present, but this 
will not prevent depredations in other 
directions, as it is generally believed 
Hill has adopted a free lance policy. 
In the meantime the Canadian Pacific 
has made a sweeping reduction in 
freight rates from Boston and New 
York to St. Paul, which will have the 
effect of lowering 
The matter is being investigated. A 
passenger rate war on Transcontinental 
territory is imminent as a result of the 
failure of the interested roads to adjust 
their differences.

In the event that ho Southern Cali- 
fornia man is before the Legislature for 
United States Senater, and a second 
choice is invelved, we venture the pre- 
diction that the delegation will prove 
very independent.

THE STATE FAIR. 


Santa Barbara’s Contribution to 
_ the Historical Exhibit. 


A Splendid Collection of Relics of 
the Early Days. 


Ancient History Strikingly Illus- 
trated by Object Lessons. 


The Display from the Old Mission—Na- 
merous Historical Relics of Almost 
Priceless Value—Various Ob- 
jects of Interest. 


Special Correspondence of The Times. 

SacrkaMENTO, Sept. 7.—Santa Barbara 
has contributed liberally from. her rich 
storehouse of ancient treasures to the 
historical exhibit. A trip through this 
part of the department, under the guid- 
ance of Sefior Don Carlos de la Guerra, 
whose zeal and enthusiasm have been 
the motive power. in making the 
splendid collection, affords a rare op- 
portunity for a study of the ancient 
history of California as illustrated by 
these primitive object lessons. 

The artist, H. C. Ford's contribution 
of paintings, from his own brush, of all 
the California missions ever built, occu- 
pies a large portion of the wall space. 
‘These pictures are designed for ulti- 
mate exhibition at the World's Fair, 
and comprise the only complete collec- 
tion extant of California mission pic- 
tures. Near these hang the portraits 
of Mr. de la Guerra’s ancestors. That 
of Capt. José de la Guerra y Noriega, 
-his grandfather, is especially interest- 
ing from a historical as well as an 
artistic standpoint. This ancient sol- 
dier arrived in California in 1801, via 
Mexico, to which country he was after- 
ward sent back on government busi- 
ness, and subsequently as a deputy in 
the national congress. He married a 
Spanish lady, and afterward went from. 
California to Mexico during one of the 
@vars in that country. He’ was taken 
prisoner with his wife, but his life was 
saved by the astuteness of some 
priests, who, as he was being led to exe- 
cution, raised a false alarm that: 
the Spaniards were coming, and the 
Mexicans, alarmed, ran away, leaving 
their prisoners, who thereby escaped. - 
He was subsequently comandante miil- 
itar, and also the highest civil officer at 
Santa Barbara under the Mexican ré- 
gime in 1812. The portrait of Sefior 
de la Guerra's father, the late Judge 
Pablo de la Guerra, is that of a remark- 
ably handsome man. Indeed, is is an 
admitted fact amongthe men of his 
time that, while in his. prime and Sen- 
ator in the Legislature of 1852, he was 
the handsomest manin the State. He 
‘was one of the signers of the first Con- 
stitution of California. Senator for sev- 
eral terms, Lieutenant-Governor for a 
short period and finally District Judge 
of the First Judicial District. He died 
in 1874. The picture of his wife 
hangs just above his own portrait. It 
is a beautiful face of a typical Castilian 
lady who is still living, with scarcely a 
gray hairin her head. Near these por- 
traits is a mirror, an heirloom of the 
De la Guerra family, 115 years oid. 
Its frame has been re-gilded, and, 
though worn with age, is in places still 
remarkably bright. 

At one side of. fhe mission, pictures 
are two images, ope of the patron 
saint, Santa Barbara, brought from the 
parochial church in the old town. This 
statue is older than the mission itself, 
having formerly occupied a place in 
the Presidio Mission. Near it hangs an 
oil paiating of the saint, done in Spain 
157 years ago. 

Three glass cases are filled 
magnificent silk gowns, embroidered 
shawls, veils, rebosas and other rich 
wearing apparel such as the seforas 
wore in the lavish days of old Cali- 
fornia. There are silken slippers, in 
white and .colors, of. Cinderella size. 
worn by ladies of the de la Guerra 
family. The magnificent gown worn by 
Miss :Erminia de la Guerra at Presi- 
dent Harrison’s reception in Santa 
Barbara two years ago, is one of the 
handsomest inthe collection. It is of 
the shade now known as dull blue, 
elegantly brocaded with black velvet 
and, though sixty#@r seventy years old, 
its style is not far out of the way of the 
modern make. There are mantillas, 
heavy with embroidery, some of them 
valued at $500 and many of them 
priceless. A beautifully embroidered 
cobweb veil, over a century old, is 
literally falling to pieces with age. 
An elegantly embroidered satin bed- 
cover which did service as a counter- 
pane for Capt. John C. Frémont when 
he made his headquarters at Santa 
Barbara in 1846, is a marvel of rich- 
ness But the most wonderful piece of 
needlework is a chemise made by a 
Spanish iady forty-five years ago. 
Every seam is joined by ‘‘bridge work,” 
which resembles the finest torchon lace. 
This is much more difficult than drawn 
work, being made entirely with the 
needle, a single. thread passing tke 
width of the pattern and other threads 
interwoven with this to form the figures 
of the design. The yoke is made en- 
tirely of this bridge work, or hand- 
made lace, in strips two inches wide, 
each of a different design. 

Among the treasures ” show are sclid 
gold spoons, hand-made, the handles 
etched with a handsome design, belong- 
ing to the Arellanes family; also silver 
cups and goblets, one of which has 
worked into its rim some placer gold 
which was found by the Indians and fell 
into the hands of a lady long before the 
placer mines were ever worked. Ina 
plush-lined box is a topaz which resem- 
bles nothing so much as asmelling-bottle 
like those used for atter of roses. It is 
fully three inches long, and is beauti- 
fully inlaid with silver and capped with 
the silver seal of Gen. N. G. Vallejo, to 
‘whom it ence belonged. When it is re- 


with 


| membered that the topaz is one of the 


hardest stones to work the marvel of 
the delicate pattern chased in silver on 
its surface increases. This priceless. 
relic is now the property of Carolina 
Jimeno de Kahn of Santa Barbara. 
Some magnificent topaz lace pins, 
the stones around than a nickel, 
set in gold filagree, make the eyes of a 
jewel connoisseur open’ wide with ad- 
miration. A pair of silver candlesticks 
jand the blest candles which they con- 
tain, beautifully ornamented in brenze, 
rise from a silver tray on which are 
silver cups, designed for holding stamps, 
.ink, pens and holder, and the sand used 
in ancient days in place of blotting 
paper since come into use. The design 
of a pineapple forms the knob of each 
cover. This set was owned and used by 
Capt. José de la Guerra y Noriega, and 
is now the treasured possession of his 
grandson. A silver bracero, which the 
servant brought to his Spanish master 
when he wished to light his cigarette, 
illustrates the luxurious style of those 
davs. In the solid silver receptacle 
mounted on a silver platter were placed 
several live coals and a touch of the 
cigarette to these answered the modern 
purpose of the match, then unknown. 
Passing up the aisle one sits down to 
rest for a moment on the old bench

Governor over the Spanish dominions 
of California, Luis Arguelio, long-sincé 
buried in the Migsion Dolores. its. ex- 
act age is unknown as it was by no 
means modern when used by the 
Governor. 

Sitting here one is literally stared 
out of countcnance by the grinning 
skulls of two Indians of the Chumas 
and Tulare tribes in the glass showcase 
opposite. The case is filled by beauti- 
ful baskets made by these tribes, bows 


| and. arrows all prepared with the flint 


heads and poisoned points. One arrow 
of more recent date has the iron head. 
Then there are stone hammers and 
hatchets and flint-pointed knives, with. 
modern handles, illustrating the , rude 
mechanical tools used by the Indians of 
the primitive period. There are cook- 
ing stones also, which were thrown red 
hot ‘into the coras, or water-tight. 
gfass baskets, filled With the 
acorn meal previously ground in the 
stone mortars. By this primitive 
method the atole (mush) was. cooked 
and afterward eaten, not with the 
spoons of modern days, but with the 
two forefingers crooked spocn fashion, 
in a manner that antedates the Chinese 
chop sticks, and was not unlike the 
eating of “two-fingered poi’’ by the 
Sandwich Islanders. In this case are 
also seen collections of Indian orna- 
ments, bone fish-hooks and whistles, 
stone spear-heads and pipes and many 
small, irregular ornaments, made from 
mother-of-pearl. A collection of*five 
magnificent mother-of-pearl shells, 
like those from which these ornaments 
are made, hang against the wall. A 
genuine Indian squaw’'s dress, with a 
chief's hat decorated with feathers and 
beads, are in this case also. 

In an adjoining case is a picture in a 
small, worn, wooden frame of the vir- 
which 


gin, was once the _ prop- 
erty of the famous friar, Junipero 
Serra. He personally presented it to 


the grandmother of the présent owner. 
There are also riding boots, heavily em- 
broidered in gold, silver. and silk 
threads, together with the bands used 
as garters, once worn by the noted citi- 
zen of Santa Barbara, Sejior Don Teo- 
doro Arellanes. There are ancient 
candle monlids used in _ parochial 
churches, an altat-bread iron called the 
naules, used to make the altar bread; 
the remnant of an American sword once 
owned by one of Frémont’s officers, 
another one crossing it formerly be- 
longed to Mexican officers. Both the 
swords are well worn out by rust and 
time. A murderous-looking club of one 
of the Indian chiefs lies beside an angel’s 
face of bituimen-and sand, found on San 
Nicolas Island, one of the Santa Bar- 
bara group. Thisis rather an odd and 
rare relic, being the first known in- 
stance of the Santa Barbara Indians 
working this material into idols. The 
face is beautifully artistic with sym- 
metrical features. In another glass 
case, labeled *‘Newspaper Era,” are dis- 
played copies of the first newspaper 
published in California, The Califor- 
nian, published at Monterey and 
bearing the date September 26, 1846. 
It is about the size of a sheet of legal 
cap paper. The subscription price was 
$5.00 per year and single copies 12% 
cents each. - In this case are also books, 
yellow with age, and brass candlesticks 
brought from the parochial church in 
Santa Barbara. 

On the wall, immediately back of 
these cases, is a collection of four beau- 
tiful oil paintings, richly framed, repre- 
senting incidents in the well-read novel, 
‘‘Ramona,’’ the faméus California story 
by Helen Hunt Jackson. Oneis Ra- 
mona and Felippe, meeting by the 
river’s bank under the *shade of an old 
oak tree. Another represents the 
flight of Ramonato Alessandro who, in 
the shade of the woods, is waiting for 
her.. The third is the blessing of Ra- 
mona by the priest and the last one is 


bending over him as he lies on the 
round. These paintiags are from the 
rush of L. H. Blake. 

A quaint old chair, covered by the 
Indians, seventy-five or eighty years 
ago, forthe de la Guerra family, isa 
curious specimen of rude artistic work. 

‘SANTA BARBARA MISSION DISPLAY. 

In‘a large glass case a little remote 
from the othersis the Santa Barbara 
Mission display, in charge of Father 
O'Keefe, that thin, attenated, sad-vis- 
aged recluse, The objects which at- 
tract most here, perhaps, are the large 
parchment choir books used for the 
The vol- 
umes measure about two by two and 
one-half feet, and weigh nearly 100 
pounds each. They are hand. printed 
with India ink in @rge, clear Roman 
letters, and one is illustrated with iilu- 
minated vignettes. Next these im- 
mense books 1s a volume of the old 
chants with which the fathers taught 
the Indians tosing. A peculiar feature 
of this primitive music book is that all 
the notes are written onthe same six 
line stave, the parts indicated by differ- 
ent colored notes. Here are also gram- 
mars of the different languages of Cali- 
fornia Indians, compiled by the fathers 
and printed by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute; a Spanish book printed in 1770, 
bound in parchment; a curious work on 
architecture used as a guide by the 
fathers and translated from the original 
Latin into Spanish. 

Another case is filled with manuscript 
letters from the fathers, and the 
archive documents of the mission. A 
portion of the fagade of a tabernacle of 
Santa Barbara, carved and -inlaid with 
mother-of-pearl—the work of the In- 
dians—is another curiosity, and close 
beside it is a moth-eaten felt hat, its 
brim a foot wide and lined with green 
satin. This ancient chapeau was worn 
in 1840, by the first bishop of Califor- 
nia, Garcia Diego. 

Of special interest to the geologist 
are some immense oyster shells found 
on the top of a mountain back of Santa 
Barbara a few years ago by Father 
O’Keefe. This seems to point to the 
fact that the mountain was once sub- 
merged, ‘‘as oysters are not:in the 
habit of falling from trees, or growing 
on dry land,’’ to quote from Father 
O’ Keefe. 

’ Aspecimen of the magnificent priestly 
vestments of ancient ‘times is stown in 
‘the shape of a gorgeous green brocade 


special celebrations. It is heavily 
trimmed with gold galoon ‘and fringe 
which is as free from tarnish as if made 
yesterday. 

A cot-bed frame covered with raw- 
hide, ever so many years old and still 
as taut as a drum, isshown. When the 
Princess Louise of Canada visited Santa 
Barbara she went to the mission to 
sketch and Father O’Keefe,. with his 
customary gallantry, hauled out this 
ancient camp bedstead for her royal 
highness to sit upon, and sat down on it 
with great écla, and delight. This in- 
cident constitutes one of the pleasantest 
recollections of the old priest and the 
occasion when he refers: to it is one of 
the few when he is seen to smile. 

HISTORICAL CANNON. . 

On the platform erected in the center 
of the space set aside for the historical 
exhibit are two cannon, which belong 
to the Santa. Barbara collection, and 
thereby hangs this historical tale. In 
1810 Mexico declared her independence 
from the Spanish yoke and in 1821 the 
government of Mexico was recognized 
by the nations. During that time, 
somewhere about 1818 or a little be- 
fore, a number of piratical craft from 
Mexico and the South American coun-

tries came to Pacific waters confiscating

everything within their reach on both 
land and water. These pirates were 
called by the Californians insurgentes, 
and when one of the vessels was sighted 
from shore, the people, especially the 
women, would run to the hills and 
mountains in dread of the depredations 
and cruelties of the merciless invaders. 
In 1818 one of those wessels reached 
Santa Barbara and on board were 
these two cannon, which by some 
means not now known became the 
property of Santa Barbara subse- 
quently and were afterward placed in 
the magnificent location called Punta 
del Castillo (Castle Point.) Now both 
Castle Point and: the cannon are the 
property of Thotras B. Dibblee. A 
couple of the balls used with the cannon 
lie beside them. 
THE TORTILLA IW ITS NATIVE LAIR. 

Not exactly, but ‘‘thar ortharabouts.”’ 
Among the living illustrations of early 
California days is that of an old Indian 
woman brought hefé from Santa Bar- 
bara for the purpose, who manutactures 
tortillas before the eyes of an admiring 
crowd. She is a picturesque old crea- 
ture, her straight black khair, only ’ 
faintly streaked With gray in spite of 
her 70 years, and growing so low down 
on her swarthtv forehead as to. forever 
preciude all possibility of bangs with- 
out serious interference with her evye- 
sight. It fairly paralyzed the old wo- 
man when she found she must bake the 
tortillas over a new-fangled gas stove, 
which she pronounced bueno!’’ 

Sefior de la Guerra trad to dance con- 
stant attendance upon her til] he made 
her understand by means of voluble ex- 
planations in her native tongue how to 
regulate the heat. She nonchalantly 
molds and pats the dough into thin, 
wafer-like cakes, baking them on a 
greased griddle, after which they are 
freely sampled by the interested on- 
lookers. There is probably as much 
California history in the tortilla of com- 
merce as can be found in any other 
single article of domestic wear.

The County Convention Has Con- 
cluded its Labors. 


‘Walter S. Moore Named for the Seri- 
ate on Firs: Ballot. 


Several Surprises in the Nominoes 


for the Assembly. 


Nominations for Supervisé6ts, Justices of 

the Peace and Constables—Tempo- 
rary Organization of the County 
Central Committee, 


At 7:80 o'clock last evening the 
County Republican Convention, which 
has been session since last Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock, concluded its 
labors and adjourned. This has been 
one of the longest local-conventions 
ever held in Los Angeles. It was in 
session four long days and held three 
lengthy night sessions. 

The secret ballot system is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the length of the cdnven- 
tion, but there are other reasons which 
may not be out of place to mention 
here. 

It. was a reform convention in every 
sense of the word, and in consequence 
nothing was cut and dried. The dele- 
gates had to feel their way or stumble 
into all kinds of blunders and traps 
laid for them by the opposition. 
In proof of this may be noted 
the fact that whenever they began to 
rush things they fell down in their 
work and the best maferial before them 
was not used. 

Many of the delegates were new in 
the business, andin consequence their 
progress was slower than it would have 
been. otherwise. 

That the convention has begun a 
good work in this county there is not 
the slightest doubt. 

The officers of the convention did 
good work, and before it adjourned each 
and every one of them was tendered 
the thanks of the convention. 

The convention did one thing never 
before heard of in this county, and 
that was to map Out a course for the 


County Central Committee and request. 


it to stick as close as possible to the r@e- 
form rules. 

That the committee proposes to do, 
this there is no doubt, for that bady- 
which met immediately after tbe con- 
‘vention adjourned and adopted all of 
the reform rules. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
convention was in sessicn so long and 
the delegates were tired out at least 
‘two days’ before they adjourned, there 
‘was not a ngle quarrel on the floor 
worth mentioning. This is saying much 
for the good will and brotherly feeling 
that existed when it is remembered 
that there were many things to cause 
vexation, 

Taken as a whole it was a model con- 
vention and its work will be pointed 
back to with pride for many years to 


come, even if it did make some mis- 
takes. 


MORNING SESSION. 


Closing Scenes of the Convention—Votes of 
Thanks. 

At 9:15 o’clock yesterday morning 
the Chair solemnly called the conven- 
tion to order and asked the delegates to 
be “very good,"’ as it was a legal 
holiday. 

The Chair announced that he would 
appoint a law committee, with instruc- 
tions to draw certificates for the chair- 
Tan and secretary to sign, as the new 
law requires such proceedings. He ap- 
pointed Messrs. Hubbell, ‘Variel and 
Wright. 

At this stage of the proceedings 
George Washington Hawkins, the col- 
ored orator, moved to open with prayer, 
as the convention has done good work 
and the day was a legal holiday. 

Several delegates suggested that the 
mover perform that duty, but he took 
his seat and the motion was voted down. 

On motion of Col. 
‘was tendered a vote of thanks and the 
delegates gave him three rousing cheers. 

The Chair then made a speech, in 
which he gave every one of the gentle- 
men on the ticket a send-off and told his 
hearers that the reform convention con- 
tained material that would ably fill any 
and all offices in the United States from 
President down.

shown all the way through the proceed- 
ings to down bosses, and he was confi- 
dent that bossism had been effectually 
sat upon.

Rev. Mr. Harris Unites Two Hearts That 
“Beat as Onée—Catalina Proves an 
Attractive Holiday Resort— 
Simpson Congratulated. 


A communication was received yesterday 
trom George A. Mariner of Los Angeles, 
who, after complimenting the daily 
make-up of the Pasadena column in a way 
that makes the modest reporter blush Clear 
back of the ears, adds: 

‘I always read with special interest any- 
thing about Prof. Lowe's mountain rail- 
way. Igathered from your latest write-up 
that the line from the Half-way House to 
the peak is not to be undertaken until after 
the completion of the hotel; that the deep 
cafion between the hotel and the mountain 
side would render the construction of a 
railway across the cafion almest an impos- 
sibility, and that, in short, the idea pri- 
marily is to getto the hotel and perhaps in 
future go on to the summit. 

“The abandonment of the plan to extend 
the Terminal -to the foot of the cable line 
will make necessary, according to my idea, 
three changes of cars between Los Angeles 
and Willson's Peak. This will not prove 
popular with the public. How its it®’’ 

By way of explanation it may be stated 
that the upper half of the road—from the 
site of the Echo Mountain Hotel to the sum- 
mit—-will not be started until the cable road 
up the incline to the hotel site is tinished. 
Prof. Lowe has decided beyond all question, 
however, not to stop work until the road is 
completed to the top.

POMONA. 


The Public Fountain Formally Opened— 
The Electric Light Plant. 

The public fountain, which is the gener- 
ous gift tothe city by the W.C.T.U., was 
formally opened yesterday afternoon at 
4:15 o'clock. The fountainis situated on 
the corner of Second and Main, or rather 
just below the corner on Main street. 
While the structure is not elaborate, it is 
very neat and attractive. Itis made of 
wood and is three feet square at the base, 
and ten feet high, with a galvanized iron 
top. In the front is a marble slab with 
three nickle faucets, andon the marble is 
engraved *‘W.C.T.U."’ 

The main thing about a drinking fountain, 
however, isthe water, and the people can 
just rest assured that when they quench 
their thirst at the Pomona public fountain, 
the water is pure and sweet from the arte- 
sian wells north of the city. The exer. 
cises were opened by the president of the 
W.C.T.U.. Mrs. A. R. Meserve, who called 
upon Rev. E. M. Clark,of the Universalist 
Church for prayer. The fountain was un- 
veiled and the multitude sang ‘Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow.'" Then fol- 
lowed short addresses by thge Rev. 
Messrs. Bennett, of the Pomona Bap- 
tist Church, Sprague of the Uni- 
tarian Society, Craig of the First 
Presbyterian Church, Dowling of the Chris- 
tian Church and Brand of the Holiness 
Band. The addresses were all weil received 
and deservedly applauded. Rev. Oraig 
called for a collection to help the ladies 
out, asking that everybody give $1 that his 
native State might be represented in the 
Stars and Stripes which float from the top 
ofthe fountain. A number of States re- 
sponded, including, lowa, New York, Ver- 
mont, INinois, Kentucky, Indiana, Mis- 
sourt and others. The people were all in- 
vited up to “have something,’’ which they 
did with a vim, and a constant stream of 
people kept up till late in the afternoon, 
all anxious to taste the same water they 
had been drinking ever since they had been 
in Pomona, except it wasn't from the foun- 
tain.

Congressman Bowers Addresses an 
Audience at Westminster. 


The Democratic and Prohtbition Conven- 
tions to Be Held at Santa Ana To- 
day—The Republican County 
Committee. 


WESTMINSTER. 

Congressman Bowers addressed a large 
audience at Westminster Thursday even- 
ing. 

Speaking of the probabilities of the elec- 
toral vote, the gentleman said that he 
claimed there will not be @ Presidential 
electoral vote cast for any other candidates 
than Harrison and Cleveland. 


The history of the past sixteen years 
justifies this surmise. 

From 1684 to 1888 the Republican and 
Democratic popular vote increased 2,300.- 
000, and the independent vote during 
that time decreased 240,000, and it is not 
probable that more than 400,000 votes 
will be cast for independent candidates at 
the approaching election. . Not less than 
13,000,000 yotes will be cast by the two 
great parties, and there is no doubt that 
the future holds the election of either 
Harrison or Cleveland. 

‘I make no invidious references,"’ said 
Mr. Bowers, for if some men, vote into the 
air, it is their business, their privilege. 
The Democratic party went into power 
with 140 majority, promising to do very 
many things, promising reform in Civil 
Service and the repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley bill. What did they accom- 
plish? They have not kept a single 
promise, and have now found a lone 
retreat in the Force Bli from the 
pitiable plight into which their failure and 
perfidy have brought them. They left 
Congress without having accomplished a 
single purpose with which they entered it, 
and as Mr. Pierce of Tennessee said, the 
single issue outof which they can capital- 
ize is the Force Bill. I wish to ask bv what

The Author of “Tippecanoe and Tyler, 
Too.”’ 
[Boston Herald.] 

A friend furnishes us interesting in- 
formation as tothe song of ‘‘Tippecanoe 
and Tyler, Too,’’ on which we com- 
mentedin the Sunday Herald of two 
weeks since. He explodes the state- 
ment that Henry Russell wrote or com- 
posed it, which was made subsequently 
by a correspondent in» the columns of 
the Daily Herald. It is pretty clear 
that ‘“‘D.’’ must have misunderstood 
Henrv Russell on this point. There is 
satisfactory evidence thatthe words of 
“Tippecanoe and Tyler, Too,’’ were 
written by A. C. Ross, of Zanesville, O. 
This was the original song. The words 
then comprised only a comparatively 
few verses. The song was such a suc- 
cess that additions to them were made 
in all directions. Here is an instance 
in point: The Whigs unexpectedly 
carried the State of Maine, electing 
Edward Kent by a very small margin 
for Governor. This verse immediately 
appeared: 
Have you heard trom Maine, Maine, Maine, 

good news and true? 
It went, hell bent, for Gov. Kent, and Tip- 
canoe and Tyler, too. 
And with them we'll beat little Van, Van, 
Van, Oh Van is a ‘used-up man, etc. 

As regards the music, it was, as we 
had conjectured, adapted from a famil- 
iar air of the times, whict had the not 
very attractive name of ‘Little Pig's 
Tail.” Henry Russell was an English- 
man, and at that period was the most 
popular concert singer in this country. 
He was a composer, but he did not com- 
pose this tune, and probably would not 
have been verv proud if he had been 
credited with its authorship. It is alto- 
gether likely that the Whigs engaged 
him to sing itit in Boston, as he told 
our correspondent that he did sing it 
as he stood in a window near thecorner 
of Washington and Milk streets. Mr. 
Russell must be a gentleman well .ad- 
vanced in years by this me. It is a 
great many years since he ceased 
to sing in public in this country. 
It may be interesting to know that 
he is the father of W. Clark Rus- 
sell, the popular writer of nautical 
novels. 


Thinning Peaches, 
{Irrigation Age.] 

Thin it all you dare and then call in 
your friend and get him to thin it, too. 
When your fine specimens are about to 
take on some little color, procure some 
fine illusions from the dry goods store 
and make a net to hold the peaches and 
suspend them in it, and tie them up-in 
such a way that partof the weight of 
the fruit is taken off the stem to which 
it is attached to the tree; only part of 
the weight of the peach must be re- 
lieved by this suspended net. If there 


j is too much foliage above the peaches, 


then just before ripening pinch off a 
few leaves, so the sun can penetrate to 
the fruit for a short time during the 
day.

Thirdly, that the killing of Klein by one 
ormore of the riotous strikers was a 
murder. Fourthly, that all who stood 
by, sympathizing with and encouraging 
the strikers, or not exerting themselves 
to prevent the strikers who were armed 
from firing on the barges, were acces- 
sories to the murder.’’
